A storm of unprecedented violence 
passed over the vicinity of Harney last 
Tuesday night. 
A nearly new large 
iron bridge oY 350 feet over the Mon- 
ocacy, on the line of Carroll und Fred- 
erick counties, Md., built by the two 
counties jointly, was completely wreck- 
ed, one span of 200 feet hurled from 
its bed into the sticain and twisted en- 
tirely out of shape. 
Falling trees 
broke the other two spans. 


Abram Hesson's house was unroofed, 
the steeple of a nearly completed Lu- 
theran Chuich in Harney badly twist- 
ed out of shape, a number of barns in 
the vicinity 
unroofed, smaller farm 
buildings 
upset and many of them 
completely wrecked. 
Immense oaks 
were twisted off as mere twigs. 
Con- 
siderable 
damage 
was done about 
Myer's Mill, where the bridge stood, 
as well as at Starner's Mill, several 
miles down the stream. 
No loss of life 
or injury to persons occurred. 


The corn crop of the United States 
was last year over 2 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 bush* 
els.

During the heavy thunder and wind- 
storm which swept over Philadelphia 
Thursday evening the roof of the Tenth 
and Eleventh streets car depot, at 
Twelfth and Susquehanna avanue, col- 
lapsed and ten people were entombed 
in the ruins. 


Three men and one woman were 
killed, five men were injured and a 
man who had been leading horses in- 
to the stable, is missing. 
Two of the 
wounded men will probably die. 


During the heavy storm last Thurs- 
day evening, lightning struck into the 
barn belonging to a son-in-law ot Da- 
vid Myers, in Washington township, 
York county. 
The barn was set on 
fire by the electric current and totally 
destroyed with all the contents, hay 
and grain, two reapers, wagon and oth- 
er farm implements. 


During the storm last Tuesday eve- 
ning the large barn of Mr. Geo. Ar- 
nold, in Chancetord township, York 
county, was struck by lightning and 
entirely destroyed. 
All the livestock, 
excepting a bull, was gotten out« in 
safety. 
In less than two minutes the 
barn was ablaze and, burned rapidly. 
All the summer crops, uixm which there 
was no insurance, were destroyed. The 
building was, however, insured. 


The large barn of Beauregaid Davis, 
at Bird Hill, about five miles below 
Westminster, was struck by lightning 
last Tuesday night and burned.

have to tell you somclliing about thai 
Iccture. 
It was a little tho hardest 
and roughest experience 1 ever under- 
went in my whole career as a lecturor, 
I came to W*ishinpton with no inten- 
tion whatever cf delivering a lecture. 
I simply came, don*t you know, to mcei 
my friends, see the city, and keep Q 
httle track of what WHS going on in 
congress, as do hundreds of 
other 
people in the course of the winter. 
This was twenty years ago, you re- 
member.

ing like a star in tho night, will bo seen 
towering up In the sky. 
If ho goes 
westward soon tho ¡)oak of tho volcano 
of Toluca will present itself, which ia 
united by a chain of »m.'^ller rolcanocs 
with Iztaccihuatl and c<miplete3 the ia- 
closuro. 
It is the strangest sight, this 
circle of volcanoes, and one that has ar- 
rested tho attention of physicists and 
geographers, i>oth before and sinco the 
time of Humboldt. Old Vtisurius domi- 
nates the horizon of Naplei; his smoko 
drifts over tho beautiful bay and city— 
a landmark visible from »^yreat distance. 
People go from all parts of tho world to 
see it. 
Tho volcanoes within sight of 
Mexico aro more numerous and moro re- 
markable, 
If they wero to go into erup- 
tion at one time they would encircle tho 
city with mou^^^ins of fire. 


On tho great plaza of Mexico, between

pidace, is a monument to Enrico Mar- 
tinez, the illustrious Mexican cosmo- 
graphcr. 
On this monument is inscribed 
the latitude and lonj^itudo of tho spot 
and various other measurements, includ- 
inir the very important one which shows 
tho hight of water in Lake Texcoco, 
nearest the city. 
Standing beside this 
monument I at once saw that should tho 
lake submerge the city, of which there 
is danger, the water would be two or 
three inches above my head. 


Tho lake is smooch and salty.

rushes border its banks and the mount- 
ains are reflected on its surface. 
Tho 
train left Mcxico early in the morning, 
the intention being to nm down to the 
tropical region, pass tho be«t portion of 
the day there and return at night.

'^doubtedly it is the heaviest object trans- 
ported through, tho streets of 
Mexico 
since the days before tho conquest, when 
relays of Aztecs, thousands in number, 
laboriously brought tho great calendar or 
.-sacrificial stone to the teocalU 
where 
Montezuma, and the ])riests wlio pre- 
ceded him, performed the death-dealing 
Tites of their gloomy religion. 
Tliere aro 
few, very few, manufactories—tho bust- 
ling, steam propelled, coal-consuming, 
-iron-requiring factories of modern times 
— i n Mexico. 
There are few of tho 
^great wholesalo and distributing houses 
-of our commercial cities to fill the streets

Ing cars being as yet not introduced into 
Mexico. 
Everything was at hand except 
coffee, and 
this was to be served at 
Ayotla, a station fifteen miles out. 
A 
band of m^^sic was on board, consistinrr 
of six violins, four guitars, four clari- 
onets, two bass viols and six brass herns, 
Tlie company disembarked for their cof- 
fee and tho band played outside the sta- 
tion. 
The sun was just rismg, lighting 
up tho snowy peak of Popocatapctl in 
the immediate background, tho shadows 
being quite deep upon its western sido. 
The other volcano, Iztaccibuatl, is con- 
nected -with the greater one, tho ridge 
which unites them being two or thieo 
miles long, 


Iztaccibuatl is an Indian word, mean- 
ing •*the white lady." 
At sunrise in tho 
morning the long ridge of tho mountain, 
covered with snow, bears a resemblance 
to tho form of a woman, shrouded in 
white. 
Tho feet are nearest to »Popo- 
catapetl, the liead farthest away. 
The 
resemblance is not so apparent as the sun 
mounts higher and the' shadows fall in 
other directions, l3ut the figure of 
a 
woman is much more plainly to be mado 
out at all times tlian is Antony's Nose oii 
the Iludson, or the man's head on Mt. 
Washington. 


While clrinking tho coiiee nnd looking 
at the wonderful mountain scenery, tho 
band begins its concert. 
A peon acts as 
music stand. 
Ho holds a sheet in his 
hands for tho clarionet, and has pinned 
to Ilia back, or to the red serape on his 
back, two other sheets for the brass 
horns. 
He guards his face from tho air 
of the clarionet by holding the ntusic as 
a shield, but ho cannot protect himself 
from tho brass horns which assail him 
from the rear. 
Nevertheless he stands 
perfectly still in the centre of this wind 
blast. 
Tho music has either charmed or 
paralyzed him. 


Popocatapetl—an Aztec word meaning 
tho mountain that smokes—has an eleva- 
tion of 1 7 , f e e t , or 1945 feet higher 
than Mt. Blanc, which Byron ''crowned 
monarch of mountains." 
It has not been 
in eruption since 1540, twenty years after 
tho conquest by Cortez. 
A variable 
column of smoke ascends from it. 
The 
entire jnountain is owned by a gentle- 
man who resides in the City of Mexico, 
He derives a revenue from the sulphur 
mined from the crater, and also from the 
charcoal which is burned from the wooil 
that grows upon the mountain side, be« 
low the suow line* 


Tira cnrncii or AMBCAjtrncA^ 


«ary to start the day before and stop over 
night at tho sulphur minor's cabin, just 
ftolow the Bnow lino. 
Tho discomforts 
of a niirht hero aro something that few 
care to endure, and the climb throin^^j' 
tho snow up the icy crater next momiuj, 
is Tcry trying. 
The atmoflphoro is thin 
on account of tho enormous elevation, 
and only strong mon can stand it. 
Tho 
Bulnhur odors have also to bo endured, 
ana m a few incline to such hardships, 
not more than a acoro of men have stood 
on the top of Popocatapetl since tho day 
that Diego do Ordaz, under tho command 
of Cortez, mado the first ascent in tho 
year lf)19. 
Tho Emperor, Charles V., 
allowed Ordaz to use a fiaming volcano 
on his escutcheon. 
As Cortez says no 
one could roach tho top of tho mountain 
on account of the vast -accumulation of 
snow at that time, it is probable that 
Ordez boasted of something he did not 
pt->rform. In that case the brothers Fred- 
erick and William Glennie, who climbcd 
it in 1827, are the first who should bo 
credited with hating reached tho sum- 
mit. 


All who 
undertake 
to go up the 
mountain fii^t get a permit from tho 
owner and an order to his sulphur 
minors to render assistance. 
Then they 
go by railroad to Amecau>eca,twenty"fivo 
miles or so from Mexico, and there equip 
themselves with extra clothing, ponies, 
etc., and begin tho wearisorao ascent. 
At this beautiful village at tile foot of 
the mountain there is a lofty rock or 
hill, sacred by ancient tradition, oa 
whose top is a chvrch. 
Many peoplo 
make pilgrimages to this church at Ame- 
cameca. 


Wo do not stop there except to take 
moro coírec and look at tho mountains 
from a new and nearer 
point of view. 
In the fields, rich with a dark, volcanic 
soil, the bare legtjed peons aro' plowing. 
The plow U a stick set' into a heavy 
beam. 
Horses and oxen pull it. 
It is 
an antiquated sort of plow,such as Abra- 
ham might have used in the days when 
he was the most advanced farmer of the 
world. 
Those who have ««en Egypt say 
the scene reminds them ot tiiat ancient 
land. 
It has a strange look. 
The fields 
are full of peons cultivating tho ground, 
and the vegetation might very well bo 
Egyptian. 
The peons aro good work- 
men. 
They I D S O no time in soldiering; 
their motions are quick, and their indus- 
try keeps them in ceaseless activity. 


The sunshine burns us, and yet a littlo 
way above us is the land which touches 
the shivering region. 
About one-third 
of Popocatapetl, measuring from the top, 
is covered with snow. 
That is to say, 
there is a band of snow about tho giant's 
cone that isfull}'" a mile wide, 
A Mexi- 
can gentlemen tells mo that it is ¡300 feet 
deep in the barrancas and hardly less 
tnan lUU feet deep anywlicro except on 
the southern side. 


White summer clouds come drifting up 
toward the peak. 
Where tho sun strikes 
upon the clouds they show whiter than 
the snow, 
Tho lowest of these clouds is 
moro than two miles below its crest; oc- 
casionally a light one ascends near to the 
top. 
The snow is more permanently 
white than the clouds with a tingo of in- 
digo to its whiteness. 
As noon comes on 
tho clouds disappear, and tho glare of 
the sun on tho mountain 
top becomes 
stronger.—Detroit Freo
